Although sent with the 
approval of the war department, one 
of the conditions was tne health ex- 
pert’s report would be submitted to the 
war department before publication.

Here Is His Statement. 

His statement follows: 

“TI leave today in answer to the call 
of the Republican national headquar- 
ters In New York to speak in Maine 
during the week preceding the election 
of a governor and two senators there 
on Sept. 11. There is a hard fight in 
Maine, as indeed there is everywhere. 
Therefore, I have felt it my duty to an- 
ewer the call of the national commit- 
tee and to leave my candidacy in the 
hands of the voters in the September 
primary. 

“The national campaign is beginning 
to take form. The adroit and unprin- 
cipled opportunism, the conscienceless 
and clever inconsistency which has 
marked the president's course in Wash- 
ington, as it marked his attitude toward 
public questions before, must be an ac 


-- tual issue of the campaign. It is as 


notable in the conduct of his foreign af- 
fairs as in his attitude toward domestic 


legislation. 


Assails Mexican Policy. 

“He could not recognize the bloody 
Huerta, but, blind to the sanguinary 
etains on the hands of Villa and Carranza, 
he first accorded them equal recognition. 
When Villa accepted our invitation to con- 
ference and Carranza disdainfully and 
contemptuously rejected it, he Te 
Carranza. :

Didn’t Mean It. 

“Twenty notes were dispatched to Ger- 
many during the same period. It was a 
month after the first Americans had been 
drowned by submarine that the German 
embassy gave notice that ships would be 
torpedoed by submarines without regard 
to the rights of Americans. It was on 
May 7 that six score were drowned in the 
Lusitania. It was on May 10 that the 
president said that we were ‘too proud 
to fight,’ although on May 13 he added 
that the United States will ‘omit no 
word or action to preserve the rights of 
American citizens upon the high seas.’ 
while on May 17 Mr. Bryan told the Aus- 
trian ambassador that the president ala 
not mean what the note of May 13 said.

HEALTH CHIEF WARNS _ 
DOCTORS TO BE CAREFUL. 


Robertson Instructs 
Examination of Children Pi 
School Certificates. 


Dr. John Dill Robertson, commissioner 
of health, yesterday talked to 154 health 
department physicians regarding their 
duties in making examinations of school 
children, who are required under a rule 
of the board of education to obtain health 
certificates. 

“Above all things,” he said, “ I want to 
impress upon you the value of cleanliness. 
Don’t let me catch any one of you exam- 
ining the nose or throat of a child with un- 
sterilized instruments.” 

There will be a special corps of teach- 
ers to assist in examining children on 
Tuesday. Every child who does not 
come with a certificate will be exam- 
ined by school physicians, and as there 
is not even one physician to every six 
schools, it is expected the work will 
take several days. 

Acting Superintendent Charles. D. 
Lowry issued an appeal to parents to 
secure certificates before school opens, 
where possible. 

One new case of infantile paralysis, that 
of an adult 24 years old, living on Indiana 
avenue, was reported during the day. 
Three cases were declared terminated at 
the county hospital, making the total 
number in the city eighty-seven, two less 
than the day before.

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WIFE IN ENGLAND 
SOUGHT BIBBS 


Police Found Him Last 
Year, but Deserted Wife 
- Did Not Ask Arrest. 


Disclosures yesterday in the of 
the detective bureau shed much light on 
the heretofore concealed domestic past 
of Thomas Bibbs, treasurer of the Victor 
Chemical company, who is being held on 
charges of embezzling more than $70,000 
of the company’s funds. 

Detectives unearthed a letter from Mrs. 
Georgia Bibbs, Wolverhampton, Staf- 
fordshire, England, cated Jan. 4, 1915, in 
which®she asks the police to find her hus- 
band, who, she says, deserted her and 
their three children in 1901. She says she 
wrote to the police of Chicago shortly 
after he deserted her, but recéived no 
reply. 

On Jan. 29, 1915, the police, answering 
her missive of Jan. 4, notified her that 
they found her husband working here. 
His arrest was not caused at that time. 


Granted a Continuance. 

Bibbs was granted a continuance until 
Sept. 12 by Judge Goodnow. 

“I'd like to have ten days in which 
to settle a few matters,” he calmly re- 
quested of Judge Goodnow. ' He was not 
represented by counsel. His attorney, 
he said, is James Todd, with offices at 
108 South La Salle street. 

After the continuance was allowed him 
he posed for photographs in the corridor 
outside the courtroom. 

James Todd, attorney for Bibbs, said 
yesterdays: ‘ 

““Phis prosecution of Bibbs is an abso- 
lute violation of a written agreement he 
had with the chemical company. They 
agreed that if he would turn over all his 
property to them they would not prose- 
cute. They accepted the $50,000 or more 
that he gave them.” 


How He Got Money. 

“ Bibbs,” Attorney Kelly explained to 
the court, “had various means of get- 
ting the money. One was to issue du- 
plicate checks. The stubs in the check- 
book would be O. K. as far as the checks 
were concerned, out he issued others with 
duplicate numbers. It was pretty hard 
t- check up on him. Another method of 


his was to have an express money order. 


issued ostensibly to pay debts presum- 
ably contracted by the firm, and the mon- 
ey would be forwarded and deposited in 
his name at a bank in Florida.” 

Bibbs is 43 years old. He lives at 404

. MAKING HISTORY. 
For the first time in its history the congress of 
the United States has enacted a law under duress. 

No amount of sophistry should be allowed to-hide 
that sinister fact from the intelligence and the con- 
ecietice of the American people... The men who yield- 
ed to this coercion or for ope reason or another 
gbetted it—and these include the president of the 
United States—will attempt to obecure it. The 


American people, realizing that here is an issue ris 
ing above any partisan or immediate interest, will 


_ mot let themselves be so deceived. 


The president on Tuesday, Aug. 29, laid before 
congress five proposals for immediate legislation, the 
chief of which called for “the establishment of an 
eight hour day as the legal basis alike of work and 
of wages in the employment of a'l railway employés 
who are actually engaged in the work of ‘operating 
trains in interstate transportation.” : 

On Friday, Sept. 1, or less than four days 
its presentation, the house of representatives passed 


- @ measure framed in accordance with this proposal. 


One day later the senate followed the scurrying 
footsteps of the bouse. 

It took congress fully eight months to pass bills to 
enlarge the army and navy of the United States in | 
the face of a demonstrated need. What hypocrisy 
to pretend that the enactment of the eight hour bill 
five days after its proposal was anything but a 
surrender to the strike ultimatum of the brotherhood 
leaders ! 

The American peop’e cannot be deceived as to 
this situation. It is devoutly to be hoped they will 
not deceive themselves as to its full significance. 
The precipitate action of congress is only the culmi- 
nation of events the meaning of which ought not to 
be shirked by any American capable of appreciating 
the principles of free government or his own stake 
in orderly progress. 3 

The roots of the present situation are under- 
ground. Oniy in the inner councils of organised 
labor and in the inner councils of the administration 
are they to be found. We know, however, that the 
representative who introduced the eight hour bill, 
Mr. Adamson of Georgia, in July assured the house 
there would be no strike, and we know that witain 
a few hours after the first interview of the brother- 


' hood jeaders with the president Mr. Wilson proposed 


to the railroad representatives thet the eight hour 
day without punitive overtime be conceded without 
arbitration and shortly after made his public state- 
ment in support of the eight hour day. 

Mr. Wilson has acted throughout as a partisan, 
not as a representative of al] interests involved. 


The political advantage of such a role at this time | 


is very clear and the vot@ in congress emphasizes 
this aspect of the situation. But this makes it all 


the more imperative that the American people sha!! 


now study. the issues involved and come to a clear 
judgment upon the course taken by their representa- 
tives go that the election of Nov. 7 shall put upon 
it a considered approval or an effective disapproval. 
We are inclined to accept accomplished facts and 
gamble with consequences. We cannot afford +. do 
this with respect to these issues. ; 

The question whether the brotherhoods shal] re- 
ceive a 20 per cent increase in -ages bas been deter- 
mined in the affirmative first by the president and 
pecond by congress without investigation. 

The appeal of the railroads for arbitration has 
been refused and the refusal condoned and rewarded 
by the president and congress. — 

The cos. of transportation has been increased by 
many millions without inquiry or deliberation upon 
the propriety of the increase or decision as to the 
adjustment of the burden among those who must 
pear it. The interests of the investor, of the shipper, 
and of the consumer have been given no observable 
consideration up to this stage of the proceeding. — 

Not only has arbitration been thus thrust aside, 
but under threat of an immediate calamity to the 
nation congress has with a baste unprecedented in 
such legislation embodied in law a theory of wage 
estimate which if applied throughout the counfry as 
this law applies it to the trainmen’s wages would 
shake the economic organization of the nation and 
produce results which most certainly were not given 
due consideration in the four or five days employed 
by congress in consideration of <he act. 

Finally it is for the American people to conrider 
what the inevitable consequences must be in politics 
and in industry of e triumphant process of compul- 
sion assisted by the president of the United States 
during a campaign for retlection and consummated 
by congress under threat of the - aralyris of a public 
service and the precizitation of heavy losses, even 
loss of life, upon the innocent public. 


THE NEW DANGER.

Conditions are abnormal now, but it is the 
nate circumstance of this republic ti.at the abnor- 
mality is not destructive to the United States. War 
has meant protection of home industries and demand 
for home products. Peace will mean a destruction 
of the protection. 

Abnormal conditions wil] continue, byt they will 
become threatening. The Buropean alliances bave 
perfected their plans for a trade war to follow the 
war of arms. No matter how people may speculate 
as te conditions which will be establisned as soon as 
peace has returned, the certainty is that conditions 
will be without precedent. 

European nations will bave great debts and de- 
moralized industries. The peoples now at war have 
been organized as they never were organized before. 
Collectiviem is a war necessity. Rehabilitation of 
nations will be a peace necessity. It will require a 
continuance of the close, centrally directed organiza- 
tions now employed in war. 

The nations will not flounder back to industrial 
and financial stability through the efforts of indi- 
viduals. The state itself will direct and contro] the 
effort. Factories converted to war purposes will be 
again reorganized for trade purposes. As soon as

This vunorgan nation must meet the trade at- 
tack of two great \glliances of nations highly organ- 
ized. The United States will need organization and 
protection. War put money in the American's pos- 
session. Peace will make an attempt to take it 
away. The Republican policy is the one correctly 
formulated to offer organization and protection. 

We do not believe that the protection of national! 

industries and trade and the protection of American 
prosperity can be left, with good judgment, to a 
party which in policy and practice is opposed to the 
doctrines which must be applied.

FOR AN ADEQUATE REGULAR 
_ ARMY. 


The Mexican situation has demonstrated the 
necessity for enlarging the regular army. The 
demonstration was so striking that even congress 
was impressed and as a result ‘some legislation was 
obtained. . 
Unfortunately this legislation does not materially 
affect the present situation, which is preposterous 
and should be corrected so far as possible now, not 
five years hence. 

_ We have on or near the border some ninety-five 
or a hundred thousand citizen soldiers. 

They are there, we are told by the war depart- 
ment, because they are needed to prevent invasion. 
We are not at war with Mexico. On the canbiens | 
we are giving what government Mexico has all 
the support it has. We are not at war. The presi- 
dent bas declared we are not.to intervene. The 
service of the national guard is therefore to pre- 
vent raids of bandits, guerrillas, and revolting chief- 
This is not a service for which the national 
guard was created and maintained. It is exactly 
the service for which we support a regular pro- 
fessiona] force of troops. . 

But with our traditional indifference to defense 
we have failed to provide a sufficient force. 

The result in this emergency is that we have 
had to call out the national guard to supplement 
the regular force and help accomplish what that 
force should be made large enough to do itself. 
This has involved great injustice to the individual 
and disturbance of business relations. Men with 
families to support, men with businesses to carry 
on, men in civil positions of responsibility have 


sional army. Private individuals and companies are 
voluntarily taxing themselves to help maintain this 
citizen army in- the work for which it was not in- 
tended, making up the wage required to meet the 
obligations of the soldiers’ norma! civilian life, 
supplying them with many necessities of an effi- 
cient equipment, even including in some cases arms, 
The situation is fundamentally wrong and con- 
gress shou'd face it squarely. Passing laws and 
making appropriations will not meet it. 

The first thing to admit is that our regular 
army is not large enough for its present or prospect- 
ive duties. 

The second that it is inefficient and dnjust to 
require the national guard to do regular army 
gervice a moment longer than it is absolutely 
necessary. | 

The third is. that the prospects of a restoration 
of order in northern Mexico are not bright and 
that the regular army should be increased, not in 
five year increments, as the army law just passed 
provides, but as rapidly as recruiting can be stimu- 
lated by proper legislation to induce enlistment. 

No one knows what the disposition of the guard 
is to be, except, perhaps, the war department. The 
mustering out of the college contingents and of 
um having dependents, in face of the fact that 
recruiting bas stopped while the guard is far below 
required strength, suggests that a protracted stay 
is not planned. But, whatever the time or process 


| of demobilization may be, the need of an expedi- 


tious enlargement of the regular army has been 
fully demonstrated and congress should not delay 
action, even though it involve the amendment of 
an act passed within a few weeks. : 

The necessity for such an increase is made the 
more clear and inevitable by the fact ‘that the 
use of the guard in the Mexican border emergency 
has in all probability ordained the gradual disap- 
pearance of the guard. The increase to 440,000 
provided by the new law cannot be ho for. On 
the contrary, it is probable that recruiting will be 
more difficult than in the past and the guards’ 
present numbers will dwindle. 

In such case an adequate regular army should 


be provided without delay. >

LIMITS OF PHYSICAL TRAINING. 
{From the Medical Record.) 

The tendency toward physical training, as well 
as its specialized form, military training, does not 
aim so much at the increase of the actual physi- 
cal power as at the increase of the reserve 
power. The former, no matter howe sma/l. ts 
usually sufficient to maintain ordinary bodily 
needs. 

But the ordinary muscular force is wholly tn- 
adequate to sustain any unusual demands of the 
body, whether from disease or otherwise, and 
against which the body must be prepared. The 
laity speak of the increase of reserve force as a 
“hardening” process. Under thts conception it is 
believed that any hardship or discomfort increases 
the body reserve, and that the more suffering and 
berdship the better. 

The more comfort and ease under which cte 
lives, the less reserve force there is developed—~ 
because not needed—and the “softer” they be- 
come. Hardening is exercise of the wholesome 
kind against resistance. It must, however, be 
Gone with an eye on the actual powers of the 
body, from the standpoint of endurance. The 
jamount of fatigue must never rise beyond a 
point where the fatigue products can be easily 
absorbed and the body recuperate. 

Otherwise, whatever increase of power there 
ig will be actual and néeded to drive a less easily 
running human é¢ngine. There may be increased

Sir Horace is also connected with many famiMes 
in the United States, through his mother, Miss 
Harrington of Washington, and through the mar- 
riages of his cousins, Henry and Cumberland 
Rumbold, with Baltimorean women, and of Annie 
Rumbold with Ernest K. RicharGson of Phila- 
delphia,

Sir Horace is descended from Thomas Rumbold, 
who was with King Charles IL. as one of his 
cavaliers at the battle of Naseby, and from 
William Rumbold, who was controller of the 
great wardrobe of Charles II. Another ancestor 
of Sir Horace was a gentleman of the privy 
chamber under James I., while the founder of 
the family was a certain Robert Rumbold, who, 
according to contemporary judicial records still 
in existence, was in litigation with Alured of 
Lincoln in 1194, concerning lands in the shires 
of Essex and of Herts? * * 

In view of this ancestry no credencé need be 
accorded to the spiteful gossip of Horace Wal- 
pole, who insisted that Sir Thomas Rumbold, 
the first baronet of the line and one of the typical 
nabobs in London society toward the end of 
the eighteenth century, began life as a waiter 
at White’s cluband was in consequence the sub- 
ject of George Selwyn’s bon mot that “ every~- 
thing comes to him who knows how to wait.” 

It is perfectly true that Thomas Rumbold left 
London at an early age as a subordinate member 
of the suite of the then governor of Fort St. 
George in India. But it was in the capacity yf a 
gentleman cadet and not of a menial. That he 
ultimately succeeded to the post of governor him- 
self is a matter of history. ; 

Sir Horace’s father was a wonderfully brilliant 
man and on his retirement from the ambassa- 
dorship at Vienna pub- 
lished his “ Reminis- 
cences,” which were 
most interesting. But 
they caused some con- 
sternation at the for- 
eign Office by reason ot 
their caustic wit and 
unpalatable truths. 
This ied Lord Lans- 
downe, who was then 
secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, to es- 
tablish a rule to the 
effect that members of 
the diplomatic service 
“must not, without the 
express sanction of. the secretary of state, publish 
accounts of their experiences in the countries 
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“in which they are, or have been, offictally em- 


ployed.” | 

Lord Lansdowne emphasized the fact that this 
rule applied not only to the members of the 
dftplomatic service in actual] employment but also 
to those on the retired list. 
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The late Sir Horace’s promotion to an embassy 
was delayed for a number of years by a curious 
piece of feminine intrigue on the part of a royal 
governess. While minister at The Hague no 
less than five of his juniors were promoted over 
his head to embassies. Resenting what he re- 
garded as a gross piece of injustice, he set to 
work in 1894 to make cautious inquiries in Lon- 
don, with the object of discovering the reason 
for the treatment to which he had been sub- 
jected. . e ‘ 

Ultimately he learned that a story had been 
circulated at court in England and at the foreign 
office to the effect that he had had a violent 
altercation with one of the royal chamberlains 
at some court function at The Hague and had 
nearly come to blows. Assuming the story to 
be true, it was naturally considered that a diplo- 
mat possessed of so little control of his temper 
was unfitted for the rdle of ambassador, 

The only foundation that there was for this 
tale, according to Sir Horace, was that some 
years previously he"had on one occasion left the 
rallroad station at Amsterdam and had given up 
his ticket when he was told by his footman .that 
Lady Rumbold and his youngest boy had come 
to meet him. He tried to reénter the platform 
to find them, but was roughly seized by a ticket 
eollector, who, when he shook him off, Insulted 
him. A 

The Dutch minister of foreign affairs apologized 
to Sir Horace for the rudeness of the man, who 
would have been dismissed from the service but 
for the envoy’s intervention in his behalf. 

Sir Horace relates in his “ Reminiscences of a 
Dipiomatist” that the distortion of this story 
and the transformation of the ticket collector 
into one of the chamberilains of the court whs a 
piece of petty vengeance on the part of Queen 
Wilhelmina’s English governess, Miss Winter, 
who resented having been kept by accident out 
of her usual seat in the English church at The 
Hague at the memorial service for King George's 


elder brother, the Duke of Clarence, organized by 


the British legation at his death. 

Si? Horace thereupon brought the matter to 
the notice of the Queen Mother Emma, at that 
time regent of Holland, who was indignant at 
what she described as a gross fabrication and 
not only caused the Dutch envoy in London to 
expiain matters at the foreign office, but like- 
wise wrote personally to Queen Victoria to set 
Sir Horace right in the eyes of hig sovereign. 

Almost immediately afterwards he was pro- 
moted to be ambassador at ‘Vienna.

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URING the month of September 
millions of children will be gath- 
ered together, grouped into school 
classes and launched on another 
year of school life, For two or 
three months these children have lived 
in the open air. For the next nine they 
will spend five or six hours a day in the 


. rather close confinement of the school- 


room.” As education is compulsory, some 


of these. children will be forced, against 


the wills of their parents, and more of 

them jdgainat their own wills, to stay 

ip wbhool and take what comes. 

The vacation season is the season of’ 
health for school children. The sum- 

mer time baby sickness and death rates 

are high, but for the children over 3 

years of age the sickness rates and 

death rates of June, July, and August 

are far the lowest of the year. Right 

after school opens the rates from diph- 

theria jump up. The rates from 
measles, scarlet fever, and other forms 

of contagion start up in September and 

climb steadily until February. The ma- 

laria rate increases. Children who have 

not had a cold all summer get sick with 

common colds. As the children come 

into the schools they are rosy, pink 
cheeked, bright eyed, and firm muscled 

They will go down each month, until 

March will find a large proportion of 

them pale, flabby, and suffering fre- 

quently from headaches. 

Some part of this is inevitable. It is 
a part of the price which must be paid 
for education. 
prevent some part of this lose. The 
more efficient the inspection is the more 
of these preventable conditions will be 
prevented. Inefficient inspection will not 
help very much,

Cornell gives the following specific 
objects of school inspection: 

1. The detection and correction of 
physical defects. 

® The detection and exclusion of cases 
of parasitic and contagious disease. 

3. The maintenance of good hygienic 
conditions in the schools. 

4. The diagnosis and treatment of 
cases of mental deficiency. 

5. The correlation of medicine and 
pedagogy to produce the maximum of 
efficiency in the school system consist- 
ent with the preservation of health. 

The importance of these objects is not 
in the order named. Nor must we think 
that we cannot start on No. 4 or No. 5 
until No. 1 has been launched. The 
best place to begin is in the maintenance 
of good hygienic conditions in the schocl- 
rooms. The cubic feet of air space in 
the schoolroom, the amount of air space 
and floor space per pupil, the tempera-~- 
ture of the air, and the humidity can 
be observed and calculated by the stu- 
dents themselves. They constitute prop- 
er exercises for students in arithmetic. 
The height of the desks and the posture 
of the children can be observed and 
commented upon by students in physi- 
ology. Laboratory students can calcu- 
late air interchange, analyze air, exam 
ine water, milk, and foods generally. The 
school laboratories of town or village 
should do a portion of the work of the 
health departments. They make it pos- 
sible for the health departments of 
townships to have laboratory facilities. 

Probably the second place to start 

on this fivefold program is in the de- 
partment of physical training. The 
school gymnasiams and physical train- 
‘ng department are often criticised as 
not having enough of a health view- 
point. Too frequently there is no gym- 
nasium or the gymnasium work con- 
sists of a set Sf mechanical exercises, 
mechanically carried ovt in a stuffy 
room. It is asserted that the only sal- 
vation of children im such schools is 
the unsupervised, natural, competitive 
play of the recess periods. 
The reason for suggesting this as the 
second part of a program is that the 
improvements suggested do mot neces- 
sarily require any more machinery than 
the schools now have. Somehow the 
instructors must get the health point 
of view rather better than they now 
have it. The practices of personal 
hygiene should be incorporated in the 
course of instruction. Correctional ex- 
ercises for those pupils who, by reason 
of posture, or the results of disease 
and defects, are in need of such should 
be incorporated in the curriculum. 


~~ 

The remaining items in the Cornell 
program call for some additional ma- 
chinery. 

What is commonly meant by school 
inspection is the inspection of the chil 
dren by physicians as a means of con- 
trolling contagion and of curing such 
parasitic conditions as lice and itch 
and the diagnosis and cure of physical 
defects. 

In nearly all cases medical inspec- 
tion starts during an epidemic as one 
of the measures fot jts control. Ten 
years ago closing the schools as a 
means of controlling epidemics was the 
prevailing policy. At the present time 
this is recognized as bad policy, except 
in the case of infantile paralysis. The 
accepted policy now its to keep the 
schools open during epidemics and to 
prevent the spread of contagion among 
the children by physicians and nurses. 

In rural districts and in the smaller 
cities the teacher can handle the situa- 
tion in ordinary times if she will keep a 
register showing the contagion history. 
of each child and a contagion day book 
in which she will register all absences 
from school, @ll sickness of the pupils, in 
their families, and in the school district 
so far as she can discover them. Where 
this plan is followed, as soon as a@ case 
of contagion appears in the district, a 
council off family physicians, hgalth offi- 
cialis, and school officials meet to plan a 
campaign. In many instances a nurse, or 
a physician and nurse, ts temporarily em- 
ployed. 

In larger places it Is good judgment to 
niaintain an inspection service through- 
out the school year. If both physician 
ahd nurse cannot be employed and one 
must be eliminated it is better to elimi-

School inspection will — 


Most careful epidemiologic stydies have 
proven that it is wrong from the public 
health standpoint to close the, schools as 
&@ means of controlling contagion. Chil- 
dren are the natural ageneies for the 
spread of diphtheria, scariet fever, small- 
pox, measles, and other forms of conta- 
gion. The schools are the natural places 
for their spread. School inspectors and 
school nurses minimize these dangers. 

The examination for parasitic diseases 
is in reality a measure to promote at- 
tendance at school. When children with 
itch or lice are told to. stay away from 
school until the parasites on them are 
killed they usually take advantage of 
the excuse to stay out of school. 

The detection and correction of physical 
defects will be adopted only by the larger 
cities, at least during the next few years. 
Ta time, however, even rural districts will 
at the advantage of this form of inspec- 

on, .

Have just heard 
that there is a new treatment for diabetes 
which effects a cure within a few days.

Again, e 
few months later, there was renewed agitation in the Rov- 
manian capital, and rumors of friction between Bulgaria 
and Roumania became common. : 


When the Bulgars joined the Teutons in their raid 
through Serbia it was supposed a- sufficient stimulus to 
national fears had been given to push Roumania into the 
camp of the allies. The wheat cror was held back, and 
Berlin apparently became alarmed. But the Germans were 
heating the empty handed Russian troops through Poland, 
and again Roumania decided to play safe. German diplo- 
mats arranged a mutually advantageous trade dea! with 
the little Balkan state, and it was believed that Roumania 
was finally safely sewed up in the net of the central 
powers. But Roumania finally jumped. ; 

Greece is another good e ample of national playing safe. 
And the result is that she finds herself in the humiliating 
position of being the involuntary host to two contending 
armies and that she will get nothing but humiliation froni 
the great peace. For the wisest policy for states, as for 
individuals, is not always to play safe.

E, too, hare played safe in regard to the European 
war. Under the wavering Wilson diplomacy we 
have managed thus far not to get “ involved,” 
inmaintained our natioral honor by firing broad- 
sides of protests at both belligerents. “ We would have 
peace with honor if possible, but peace with Germany at 
eny price!’ And we, too, are likely to find ourselves in a 
huniliating, possibly dangerous, position at the conclusion of 
the war, when Purope settles down to counting the cost 
and paying the bills. Whatever alignment of national forces 
and interests may result, whatever trade alliances are ar- 
ranged, one thing is clear enough, and that is none of the 
contestants will consider either our feelings or our interests. 
The allies know that they have paid in hard cash for 
what they have had from us; and the Germans feel that 
we did our best, indirectly, to keep them from rictory, while 
we served our own selfish interests in security. That 
Wilson battlecry of freedom, “I kept you out of war!” 
may sound differently to our ears when we find ourselves 
also kept out of the benefits of the new world to come 
jnto being, when we begin to realize dow cordially we are 
disliked as a nation by pretty much all the peoples of the 
earth, in spite of all our—private—generosities, all our 
solemn—public—protestations of good will “ You played 
safe!” will be the universal contemptuous sneer. “ Well, 
you have had your reward!”

Especially is this true of men in public life. Mr. Wilson

He knows that before great 
issues the unsafest thing of all is to play safe.

T is not so much of the shortsightedness of national 

policy or political shifts in playing safe, however, that 
I wish to speak. It is the moral and mental aspect 

of the thing itself where it hits you and me. What 
is the quality of soul exhibited by those who temperamen- 
tally and habitually play safe? First, cowardice. They 
had rather a smaller accomplishment safely won than the 
risk of great ventures. Four per cent is good enough for 
them. They pride themselves of the meanness of their 
vision—on their content with what they cannot possibly 
lose. 

And, second, the foundation of playing safe Mies in a 
lack of real conviction about anything except personal 
safety. Nothing seems of sufficient worth or sufiiciently 
sure of attainment to risk largely for it. The players safe 
in private life, no matter what thein worl‘ly position may 
be, are small souled, little folk; they rarely come to want; 
they industriously feather their own nests; they come in 
before it.rains and have an eye. cocked for possible clouds. 
They are never large losers and seldom Jarge winners. They 
make a virtue of contentment. For safety seems to them 
the paramount consideration in a stormy world. Their 
supreme ideal is safety—it is cheap at any price, at any 
compromise of old convictions. They are our conservatives, 
our reactionaries, our “‘ safe” citizens. 
But are they safe, I wonder? Ina world where so much 
still has to be left to chance, it is not always safe to play 
safe. Conviction and courage would seem about the safest 
moral equipment human beings can have at this crisis of 
affairs, Conviction and courage rally supporters in a mar- 
velous fashion, for the majority of mankind admire them, 
even if they have them not. How many lives have been 
ruined by playing safe! The girls who marry “ ively,” the 
young men who fret on throughout life nuncongenial

HILE in Germany potatoes 
are becoming a delicacy an! 
women are fighting on the 
streets of Charlottenburg anil 
Diisseldorf for a place in the butter 
Hine; while at Warsaw horse meat has 
become a dainty meal of the privileged, 
whereas the less well to do lick their 
fingers after a dish of dog chops~Ruat- 
sia, in spite of the terrible strain and 
stress she has gone through during the 
Jast two years, appears to be better fed 
and provided than ever. Moreover, 
with a few insignificant exceptions, 
nearly all the classes of the population 
in Russia proper are showing symptoms 
of increasing wealth and well being. 

One comes to this conclusion after 
reading over reports and essays written 
by most cautic -s and scholarly Russian 
economists who cannot be acctised of 
twisting facts and figures for patriotic 
reasons, the less so sifce as a rule they 
belong to the opposition and their writ- 
ings appear in organs hostile to the 
government. Let us cast a glance at 
the state of some classes of the Russian 
society at present. 

First, as to the peasantry, the back- 
bone of the population. From rarions 
parts of the empire are coming feports 
concerning the improved material posi- 
tion of the peasants and the heightened 
standard of their living. They hate a 
surplus of bread, use’ considerably more 
than before such commodities as meat, 
eggs, dairy products; in spite of the 
raised prices they buy in unprecedented 
quantities cloth, leather, ete. ye 

~eo- 

As to the manufacturers, it is nee }- 
less to say that with the exceptions of 
distillers and brewers all the rest are 
passing through a golden period, receiv- 
ing enormous profits from fiscal ordavs 
as well as from private consumers, The 
sime may be said about the merchants, 
for whom the rising conjuncture brinys 
if not a golden at least a paper rain of 
money, The increased income of the 
manufacturers and the merchants {s 
one of the main reasons for the mad 
luxury and « -travagance manifested at 
present in big Russian centers. 

In regard to the conditions of the 
workingmen the reports are contradic- 
tory. All agree as to the increase of 
their earnings; but some suggest that 
they have increased in a smaller pro- 
partion than the prices on commodities. 
V. E. Den, a careful observer and econ- 
omist, asserts in the Russkaia Nysl that 
for numerous categories of the lahor 
class the wages have increased abso- 
lutely—i. e.: that in spite of the high 
cost of living they are in position to live 
in more comfort than before. 

The difficulty of the land owners in 
obtaining laborers and beasts of burden 
is compensated through the influx of 
war captives who perform field lab or 
and also through the higher market 
prices for agricultural products. 


~~ 
Thus the general picture appears 
rather favorable: If not all, thet nearly 
all classes have becume richer and can 
better satisfy their needs. A few strata 
of the population present a dissonance 
in this picture. Among them are those 
who live on a definite, unchangeable in. 
come, such as clerks in governmental 
and public institutions, rentiers, cr 
those tho receive pension. In some 
cases tLe governmental officials receive 
extra pay during the war time; the oth- 
ers can easily incredse their income in 
view of the present demand for labor. 
What are the causes of this paradox- 
al phenomenon that the siussian people 
as a whole grow not poorer but richer 
in spite of the great war, which re- 
quires an enormous strain of all forces 
and resources and disturbs the norms! 
course of the economical life? 

One reason may be found ih the stu- 
pendous amount of money that has 
come into circulation since the beg'n- 
ning of the war. Of the 30,000,000 
rubles that are spent daily on the war 
by Russia the larger part remains in 
the country for the remuneration of 
those who supply the army with all its 
necessaries. The money flows in wide 
torrents over the entire country, in- 
creasing the incomes of millions of men 
who are in position not only to satisfy 
their needs but also to swell the banits 
with their savings. Hence the unprece- 
dented fact that the ministry of finance 
has been able to place on the internal 
market a series of consecutive loans for 
billions of rubles—a fact that would ap- 
pear improbable a few years ago.

Yet this reason would not be suffi- 
cient in itself. Wealth consists not of 
money but of “ necessary, tseful, and 
pleasant commodities ” which serve for 
the satisfaction of human needs. Has

With regard to the 
future, I could easily say that we shall cross that bridge 
when we come to it, but I abhor subterfuges and prefer 
to make it clear that we shall protect American lives and 
American rights under all circumstances and at any cost. 
We are relying on the loyalty and the wise moderation of 
the German government not to violate the rules of inter- 
national law which it has acknowledged in the course of 
our negotiations. On the other hand, I shall not conceal 
my opinion that every American citizen is in duty bound 
to avoid complications fraught with danger to our country 
by refraining from traveling on a belligerent ship, unless 
it be a case of the most urgent necessity. 

If I should be elected president I should think it one 
of my most imperious duties to come to an understanding 
with England which would definitely ani irrevocably guar- 
antee us all the rights which have been violated agais 
and’ again without any consideration for our feelings or 
our interests. England would have to stop interfering 
with our mail and the telegrams of the American corre- 
spondents in Germany; she would have to withdraw the 
blacklist unconditionally, and she would have to respect 
our commercial relations with the neutrals. There is no

CRITICISES SOME WAR PLAYS. 

Dear Miss Tinee: It seems to me that if 
moving pictures are to continue to be popu- 
lar they must either be instructive or amus- 
ing. One of the surest ways to kil] the busi- 
ness is by encouraging those individuals who 
turn to the movies to exploit a private enter- 
prise or in an attempt to mold public opinion. 

“The Birth of a Nation” was a wonderful 
production in many ways and its long run at 
the local playhouses testifies to its popularity 
with the public. Not only as a picture was 
it interesting but it had the additional merit 
of being of real historic value as describing 
in part actual conditions that existed in our 
vwr country at the time of and immediately 
following the civil war. | 

It's great success from the box office view- 
point naturally called for many imitators, 
but why in the name of common sense should 
we be called on to sit through a lot of rot 
like “The Battle Cry of Peace,” “ Civiliza- 
tion,” and “The Fall of a Nation,” none of 
which is founded on facts but is the wildest 
sort of dream? 

In “The Battle Cry of Peace” on the open- 
ing night the managers put on a lot of the 
atrical stuff intended to arouse the patriot- 
ism of the audience, including the waving of 
the American flag hy an old soldier, who pro- 
ceeded to tell the apdience how hard the pro- 
ducefs had labored to make the picture abso- 
lutely neutral, ete., even stating that the cos- 
tumes of the soldiers shown in the picture 
were of a ndéndescript character, etc., to avoid 
any appearance of an attempt to prejudice the 
audience, 

After this carefully prepared speech had 
been delivered the pictures showing an in- 
vasion of America by the Germans were 
thrdwn on the screen. There wasn’t any 
chance to mistake the unifotms and nation- 
ality of the invading army and the exagger- 
ated brutality of the soldiers as shown in the 
picture was only to arouse the public mind 
against this one nation. 

The author of the play in a speech told of 
his desire to be neutral, etc., again emphasizing 
the fact that the picture was not hitting at any 
particular nation. However, he neglected to 
tell his audience that be had been a British 
subject up to the start of the present 
European war, had retained his British citi-

zenship through a long period of residence in 
America, where he has built up a fortune and 
is working body and soul for the English at 
the present time.

This morbid blending of war and religion is 
avowedly an attempt to foster Mr. Bryan's 
ideas of universal peace. Its only real effect 
is to leave a bad taste in one’s mouth after 
the final curtain is rung down. xX.

ORRORS!” exclaimed a pret- 
66 ty girl. “Two more gray 
hairs; isn’t that dreadful? If 
I get amy more I'm going to 
have them dyed.”’ 

The sight of a few gray hairs seems 
to inspire the same unholy horror in 
the minds of women as the gradual 

isappearance of hair from the top of 
his head does in a man’s. 

For two reasons there should not be 
such mental dnguish at the sight of 
gray hairs coming; first, because the 
age idea attached to gray hair has been 
proved over and over again to be a 
fallacious one. And, second, because 
gray hair has a wonderfully softening 
effect on the face. 

There is a natural tendency, of course, 
for the hair to turn gray in later Hfe, 
but it frequently comes on in early life. 
The degree and age of ocourrence of 
grayness are largely matters of hered- 
ity. It is a family ‘characteristic, just 
as, due to physical changes, the little 
girl or boy grown up will suddenly be- 
gin to resemble parents strongly, or as 
other physical changes show a family 
type. | 

Another reason for gray hair is worry 
and emotional trials. This is true if 
these mental states are prolonged. 
Grief, business anxiety, or other condi- 
tions of intense mental strain are to 
blame for much premature grayness. 

There is a general impression which 
has been verified in a number of strik- 
ing instances that the hair may gray 
suddenly—within a month, a week, and 
even overnight. | 

Dr. William Allen Pusey, an author- 
ity on hair, says: ‘“‘ Why grayness oac- 
curs we do not know. The explanatien 
of the phenomenon is that there is in 
most cases a failure of the formation 
of the pigment which gives the hair its 
color. For some reason no more pig- 
ment is formed at the papilla or in the 
bulb of the hair, and as the hair grad- 
ually grows upward it shows as an un- 
pigmented hair. 

“The lack of pigment alone, how- 
ever, does not account for its vwhite- 
ress; it alone weuld leave the hair a 
yellowish white color. The silvery or 


perfect whiteness seems to be due to. 


the fact that at the same time as the 
failure of pigment in the hair there is a 
change in the.formation of the texture 
of the hair, so that spaces are left 
which become filled with air, and these 
cause whiteness in the same way that 
minute air spaces make snow or beaten 
eggs white. 

“Some authorities belleve that ordi- 
nary grayness is hastened or produced 
by dandruff. I have not been able to 
see that dandruff or lack of care of 
the hair are factors of any importance 
in the production of grayness.”’ 

Curative treatment for grayness is 
without avail. The color cannot be re- 
stored to gray hair. The roots of the 
hair are embedded in the hair follicles 
and cannot be reached by any fluids ap- 
plied to the scalp. Not only is the use 
of hair dyes to be deprecated as an ex- 
hibition of poor taste, which, unhappily, 
is too often seen, but the use of hair 
dyes is extremely dangerous. Cases are 
being constantly reported by physicians 
where the use of these supposedly sim- 
ple vegetable hair dyes has been fol- 
lowed by serious and extensive derma- 
titis of the face, neck, and shoulders. 

Dyed hair is never in the least degree 
beautiful. It never matches the complex- 
ion, for no matter how prematurely one’s 
hair may whiten, the same chemical! 
change has been working in the skin, and 
since we cannot dye our skin, the most 
skillfully dyed hair will not avail to save 
us from the betrayal of our complexion. 

There is a yellow!sh white tone to some 
heads'of gray hair that is really not at- 
tractive. Gray hair must be treated with

' or white hair: 
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much greater care than other heads of 
hair. It must be kept scrupulously clean. 
It must be shampooed frequently enough 
to keep it so. And it must be dried with 
extra care, because dampness from in- 
complete drying or perspiration tends to 
make it smeary and yellow. Gray hair 
should never be wet except when,it 's 
shampooed. For this reason, instead of 
using hair curlers, crimping pins should 
be used. 

In shampooing white hair it is well to 
add a litile bluing’ to the last rinsing 
water. ong fig, 0: will teach the right 
proportion for one’s own tint of hair 
Use just enough to make the hair a pure. 
white. 

The following soap jelly is recommend- 
ed for use in the shampoo of either gray 
Shave a small cake of 
pure white castile soap into a pint of 


boiling water and let it stand until thick. | 


Add one ounce of alcoho: and a few drops 
of rose water. The hair must be wet 
enough so that the jelly will adhere. Then 
rub it until a thick lather forms. Rinse 
off in an abundance of warm water, 
changing the temperature of the water 
until quite cold. | eS “*, 
When you find your hair gradually 
turning, though you are still young, pay 
special attention to the cleanliness and 
the dressing of your hair and then let 
it take its own course. You have seen

AD George Buzane followed the

But George showed originality when it

Buzane hails from Athens. He lived in

15 years of age. Then he heard of Amer-

Like the Greek youths of old, Buzane 
was athletic. In addition, he had a lik- 
ing for mechanics. He learned the ru- 
diments of the gasoline motor by repair- 
ing the engines used for carbonating the 
water that puts fizz in an ice cream soda, 
He then mastered the art of profanity, 
and, feeling himself well qualified for the 
position of a taxicab driver, applied for 
and got a job with the Shaw oompany of 
this city.
